In the mear.time it is not impossi- 
ble that the Dominion government 
will doa something extraordinary for 
the benefit of the farmers, if the 
plans of the conference between the 
manufacturers and the Dominion cou- 
neil of agriculture comes to fruition. 

The conference committee will ask 
the government to create a non-Par- 
jtisan commission for the’ purpose of

The most important of these two 
matters are markets ard loans.
